•tations will be organized and the 
corr* to inaugurate the new noruco 
and man the stations will bo dispatched 
to the field In a few dayn. 


While under the general supervision 


of Chief Moore, ol the weather bureau, 
there will be a central station located 
probably at Kingston, Jamaica, but 
poMlbly at either Santiago or Quanta- 
narao, Cuba, initcad, which will con- 
stitute the headquarters. There- nro 
throe itatlons now In operation. Ha- 
vana, with which weather warnings 
are even now exchanged every day be- 
tween tho two countries, surprising aa 
it may icem, and Kingston und1 St. 
IThomas. Tho locution of tlio new sta- 
tions Is contemplated to inrlude Bar- 
ranquilla, Columbia, St. Kitts, (south- 
east of St. Thomas), Trinidad, Curacao, 
Martinique, Han ttorninpo und theliur- 
badooH. There will bo uuvoral Btutions 
on the north coast of South America. 
It h«s been found that tornadoes, 
which are especially to bo looked for, 
tiDglnning around tho equator, fre- 
quently either out a slice of! the cor- 
ner of South America in their progress 
north or out over past the Windwards, 
In either of which dircrtioui tho earli- 
est information will bo Booured hy tho 
b«w senico and rushed ahead with, a 
gain of many hours.

Of afrenciCH for weather Intelligence- 
that umbra* ea the entire section from 
Central America east to tho Carib- 
t>eaa Islands andi from the southern 
coast of North America to the north 
coast of South America.
